The Applicants contacted the Office regarding the IDS forms submitted on October 13, 2004, and September 25, 2006. The 
Applicants pointed out that the examiner did not consider two of the references on the IDS submitted October 13, 2004. The 
examiner reviewed the IDS form and agreed with the Applicants that the two references should have been considered. Thus the two 
references that were previously crossed out on the IDS submitted October 13, 2004 have been considered as indicated on the new 
1449, and a copy is attached herein.
